He  was  born  in  Tarter,  Estonia, 
January  23,  1925.  He  showed  an 
interest  in  music  at  a  very  early 
age,-  entering  the  Estonian  Con- 
servatory of  Music  at  the  age  of 
nine  'and  studying  piano,  organ 
and  composition. 

In  1943  he  was  deported  to 
Germany  where  he  was  forced 
to  work  as  a  slave  laborer  until 
the  fall  of  the  Nazi  regime. 

Upon  liberation  he  became  a 
pianist  for  the  U.  S.  Army  Special 
Services  working  with  musical 
groups  throughout  Germany. 

Mr.  Siska  has  gained  increas- 
ing popularity  through  his  num- 
erous concerts  presented  through- 
out New  England,  New  York  and 
New  Jersey.  He  recently  present- 
ed a  concert  accompanying  Lud- 
wig  Jucht  of  the  Boston  Symp- 
hony Orchestra,  considered  the 
finest  contra-bass  player  in  the 
world.

BASKETBALL  RULES  HAVE 
BEEN  ALTERED  THIS  YEAR 


The  rules  for  basketball  have 
oeen  altered  this  year  with  hopes 
that  it  will  make  for  a  faster 
and  fairer  game. 

A  player  may  enter  a  game  any 
number  of  times  providing  her 
reason  for  leaving  is  not  dis- 
qualification. Each  time  she  en- 
ters she  must  give  her  name  to 
the  scorer  and  remain  outside  the 
boundary  line  until  an  official 
tells  her  to  enter.  "Time-Out" 
will  be  charged  to  the  official 
providing  this  does  not  .consume 
more  than  thirty  seconds,  in  the 
event  that  it  does,  it  will  be 
charged  to  the  team  making  the 
substitution. 

During  the  half,  players  must 
report  to  the  scorer  if  they  are 
substitutes,  but  are  not  required 
to  report  to  the  referee  or  um- 
pire. 

A  limited  dribble  has  now 
been  made  a  legal  tactic  of  the 
game.  Under  this  new  ruling  a 
ball  may  be  bounced  twice  in 
sucession,  but  if  held,  even  mo- 
mentarily after  the  first  bounce, 
it  cannot  again  be  dribbled. 

A.  change,  has  also  been  made 
in  regard  to  free  throws.  "Time- 
Out"  is  now  taken  whenever  a 
foul  is  called.  The  forward  who 
takes  the  free  throw  is  awarded 
the  ball  out-of-bounds,  whether 
she  makes  or  .misses  the  goal. 
"Time-In"  is  not  called  until  the 
forward  throws  the  ball  in- 
bounds. 

"Boxing-Up"  may .  occur  even 
though  the  two  players  on  the 
same  team  are  not  actively 
guarding.  If  a  player  who  has 
the  ball  is  able  to  successfully 
execute  a  pass  or  shot  at  the 
goal  in  spite  of  the  boxing  up,  the 
official  will  not  necessarily  call 
the  foul.

We  shall  look  to  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Education  for 
more  instructional  and  progres- 
sive developments  in  the  field  of 
Education.

Craffey,  and  Edward  Sandomier- 
ski  represented  the  student  body. 

The  opening  session  of  the  con- 
ference was  held  Friday  morn- 
ing, Nov.  18th,  in  the  Lobby 
Salon  of  the  Bradford  Hotel.  Dr. 
Howard  R.  Jones,  president  of 
the  New  England  Teacher  Prep- 
aration Association  greeted  the 
delegates  from  the  various  col- 
leges and  Mr.  James  V.  Bernardo, 
assistant  civil  aeronautics  admin- 
istrator, addressed  the  assembly. 

Following  the  general  assem- 
bly, all  the  convention  particip- 
ants boarded  Navy  busses  en- 
route  to  the  aircraft  carrier,  U.S. 
S.  Kearsage,  anchored  in  the  Bost- 
on Harbor.  Rear  Admiral  Glover, 
U.  S.  N.  Commander  of  the  Air 
Fleet  at  Quonset,  greeted  and 
welcomed  everyone  aboard  the 
ship.  The  Navy  representative 
stressed  the  importance  of  Naval 
Aviation  today  and  for  the  future. 
A  tour  of  observation,  to  all  de- 
partments aboard  the  ship,  was 
guided  by  officers  who  explained 
to  their  particular  groups  as 
much  as  possible  about  each. 

Flight  deck  operations  were 
interpreted  over  the  speaker 
system  and  fire  control  group  ex- 
ecuted an  efficient  drill.  The  en- 
gineering department  was  ob- 
served, the  radar-gun  system  was 
explained  and  the  admiral's 
quarters  were  visited.  Perhaps  the 
most  interesting  of  all  was  a  hel- 
icopter sea-rescue  demonstration 
which  was  performed  on  the  deck 
of  the  carrier.  Coffee  and  refresh- 
ments were  served  in  the  officers 
lounge  and  a  movie  of  the  jet- 
propelled  "Phantom"  was  shown. 
Following  these  activities,  supper 
was  served  aboard  ship  and  the 
party  left  for  Logan  Internation- 
al   Airport.    Participants    in    the 
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conference  were  divided  into 
three  groups  rotating  among  the 
various  activities  presented  at  the 
airport.  A  tour  of  the  Northeast 
Airlines  operations  was  conduc- 
ted and  the  function  of  each 
department  was  explained.  Lec- 
turers at  the  airpost  were:  Com- 
mander Otto  Enderton,  District 
Supervising  Safety  agent,  C.A.A.; 
Mr.  E.  O.  Newman,  Senior  Air
